E finde it neceſlary in all common-wealths; 
> for ſubjects to live under the. diretion of 
Lawes, conſtitutions or cuſtomes publick- 
ly known and received, and not to depend 
onely upon the commandement:- and plea- 
lure of the governour , bee the ſamenever ſo juſt or ſin- 
cere in life and converſation. [For that the Law once 
enacted and eſtabliſhed , extendeth his execution to- 
wards all men alike without fayour or affetion : whereas 
if the word of a Prince were a Law, the ſame being a 
' mortall man,muſt needs. be poſſeſſed with thoſe . —— 
and inclinations of. favour or disfavour that other men 
be : and ſometimes decline from the conſtant and unre- 
moveable levell of indifferency , to reſpe& the man be- 
lides the marter ,, if not toregard the perſon more then 
the cauſe. Wherefore it was well agreed by the wiſeſt 
Philoſophers and greateſt Politicks , thata dumb Lawes 
direction is to be preferred before the ſole diſpolition of 
any. living Prince, both forthe cauſe afore rouched, and 
for other reaſons which I. will here omit. But to- de- 
{cend to the particularities of my intention, and to treat. 
of the validine and inviolable obſervation ot ſome lauda- 
ble (Imight term them ſacred)cuſtomes, being the prin- 
cipall joynts, and very ſinews of all good Corporations 
and. Fellowſhips, madden g alſo:the maintainers. of; a {a- 
bb; G 3 cred. 


A briefe diſcourſe of the 
cred unity and naturall amity berween the husband and 
his wife , the parents and their children, which ( as Ari- 
/totle the wiſe Philoſopher termeth it) is the beginning of 
aCity. For what is a City but a manifold and joynt 
ſociery conſiſting of many houſholds, and living under 
the ſame Lawes, Freedomes and Franchiſes ſo I muſt 
needs confeſs them to be the procurers and cauſes of 
ſundry good effefs to the generall eſtare of the City 
wherein they be obſerved: as of the other fide they may 
breed ſundry inconveniences in ſuch a City where the 
ſame are violated and broken with allowance and impu- 
nity. I will-therefore ſhortly ſhew the nature of a cu- 
ſtome, and the difference which ir holderh from a pub- 
lick Law. And nextI will declare how neceſſary the 
fame are to manage the government, and to entertain 
the- proſperity and traffique of this City : and namely 
that one good cuſtome which I intend to _ of, Laſt- 
ly,I will endeyour to anſwer thoſe pretenſed reaſons, and 
colourable objefions made againſt the preciſc mainte- 
nance and defence thereof, 

Firſt then I ſuppoſe that a cuſtome which juſtly de- 
ſerverh that name, - is of no leſs reverent regard and au- 
thority then a written Law, paſſed and allowed in Parlia- 
ment : which «+ vunnmomry, Fe dogrant that there are 
certain differences between a Law and a cuſtome : for 
the cuſtome taketh his force by degrees of time,and con- 
ſent of a certain people,Jor the better part thereof, but a 
Law ſpringeth upin an inſtant, and receiveth life from 
him thatis of mm authority ro command.

—_— circumſtances of time and occaſion, with ge- 
nerall liking and- allowance , whereas a Law is - com-

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manded and publiſhed by power and received by duti- 
full conſtraint, and that often againſt the good. will of 
them that are bound by it, for which cauſe Chryſoſtome 
not improperly compared the Cuſtome roa King , and 
the Law toa Tyrant.

all uſages and cuſtomes whatſoever, Verily as the City 
of Lengon beareth oddes, and prerogative over other Ct- 
ties in Engl, being the Metropolis or mother City there- 
of, ſoare the inhabitants of 1t no leſs neceſſary then pro- 
fitable members of the Commonwealth, in tranſpore- 
ing our commodities into other lands, and enri us 
with the benefits and fruits of other countries. The Ci- 
ty of Rome , and Citizens of the ſame had that p 
ave asin other things, ſo alſo in their executions 
cauſes capitall, that they ſhould not be crucified, ' being a 
death of great torment and infamy, but onely beheaded. 
The benefit of which cuſtome Sainc Paw/ claimed and obs 
tained in the time of Nero - p— that hee was a 
Citizen of Rowe.

in all ages dothevidently appear by the manner of thetr 
government, whereat ſtrangers do no leſs envy then ad- 
mire ſeeing fo populuus a City, containing by true eſti- 
mation more then 500 thouſands of all forts of Inhabi- 
eants, d nor by cruell Viceroyes, as is Naples or 
Aillaiz, neither by proud. Podeſta , as be moſt Cities in 
'1zaly, or infolent Lieutenants or Prefidents , as are ſun- 
dry Cities in France, (whoſe Preſidentsare noble men or 
Capraines, having their perſons environed with a guard 
of Souldiers; and holding their Cities pofſeſſed with a 
Garriſon, as well in the quieteſt calm of peace, as in the 
hotteſt combuſtion of war :) but by a man-of Trade or a 
meer Merchant, who-notwithſtanding , during the time 
of his Magiſtracy, carrierh/tumſelfe withthat honourable 
raagnificence in his port, and enſignes of eſtate, that the 
Conſuls, Tribunesor Pretors of Rome , (namely , when 
as the ſame was reduced to a Monarchy) inch els the 
Padteſta of any City in 11aly,never bare the like repreſen- 
zation of dignity, and that not vnely inpeaceable ſeaſons 
bur in time of greateſdwarre : for ſuch: credit the Prin-

And th.adde-a.litcle more'in proofe of the ſingular 
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.Lood conceipt. had of their ſervice. to the Common- 
wealth, and that the-ſame hath in all ages from the Con- 

queſt given them prerogative above. other Cities of this 

Land, we read in the vit. yeer of Henry the vi. thatin a 7 #6. 32,

ded: becauſe (faid he ) ſhe is my wife, meaning thas thee

But to conclude this ſhort diſcourſe with one conſi- 
deration'of great importance, I wiſh thee to conſider; 
that this: Ciry of London is and hath been: happily pre- 
ſerved inthis Aouriſhing proſperity by the wiſe and po- 
litick conſent that all and alwayes the particulars have 
had: to increaſe the generall good eſtate thereof,thinking 
it their my as they gor and acquired their ſubſtance in 
this City, ſoalſo to'{pend and'defray itin the ſame : in- 
ſomuch that whatſoever falleth from the one commeth 
and groweth unto another, and by alteration of private 
fortunes ( as- chances and changes of times doe require 
from one Citizen to another ) the _generall eſtate hath 
flouriſhed, and never: wanted particular men of wealth 
and ability to ſuſtain the offices and funfions of the 

City.- Upon which conſideration by moſt laudable and 
antient Cuſtome, the Lord Maior-and Senate of Loy- 
| don 
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den hiffe been and tre intirled to the tuition and cuſtod 

of young Orphans and their goods, and likewiſe are made 
acquainted by ordinary good means of inventaries 
taken and produced, what ſubſtance and wealth each 
man dyeth poſſeſſed of, to the intent thar although thar 
man which by his good travaile and Trade hath grown 
tro be rich among 6 ce be departed hence, yer his goods 
may remain as among his wite and children in ule and 
property, ſotothe-generall ſtrengrh of this City in ac- 
count and reckoning. For wee often ſee that -onerich 
mans wealth pafſeth roghe increaſe of the good eſtate of 
another Citizen, either by mariage of the widow, or of 
the Orphan : ſo- that the City though deprived of a 


member or inhabitanr,yer is not deſtitute of ſuch as may 


diſcharge his employment and place. Whereas it this 
pernicious practiſe and uncharitable liberty might take 
root by deeds of gifts and cautelous conveyance to 
ſtrangers,.not onely the wite and children may be di- 
ſtrel = Wh alſo the ſtate of the Ciry much weakened, 
and in danger of a great diſreputation and decay, trom 
that that it hath bin and yet is. For if it be adjudged law- 
full in one, of what _ ſoever he be,it is neither im- 
poſſible SRny , that the ſame will be uſed by ma- 
ny, and conſequently may be practiſed by all: which if 
it befall, what will become of the happy condition of 
this City, itis not: hard to conjeture. I mean not ro 
extend my ſpeech to the prejudice of any true debrs that 
a man oweth without fraud or colluſion , ſeeing the cu-
